Chicago Clearing House Votes 
to Put in. Cireulation 
Series of Small Credit 
Checks. 


TO BE OUT TOMORROW. 


Denominations Are to Be $1, $2, 
$5, and $10, Each Having 
Its Own Distinctive ‘ 

Color. 


Clearing héuse cliecks in small denomina- 
tions will bé placed in circulation in Chi- 
cago tomorrow te relieve the financial strin- 
gency. 

Backed by stocks and bonds worth one- 
third more than the face value of the checks 
‘which they secure as well as by the combined 
credit of the clearing house banks, it is ex- 
pected that the checks will be accepted by 
tradespeople as readily as the greenbacks 
whose work they will do. 

Railway officials have instructed agente to 
accept these checks in payment for freight 
bills and transportation tickets. 

The final decision to place the checks in cir- 
culation was taken at a meeting of the entire 
Clearing House association at 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon. Samples of the checks were re- 
ceived from the bank note company which is 
printing them, examined and approved by the 
entire association. 

The checks will be in denominations of $1, 
$2, $5, and $10. Each denomination will be 
printed in a distinctive color as an added pre- 
caution to prevent possible errors. The $1 
checks are blue, §2 yellow, $5 green, and the 
$10 checks purple. 

Briefly, the checks will be started into cir- 
culation by the larger employers of labor, 
who will receive them from the banks. The 
employés who receive them will pay them to 
grocers and other business people, who, in 
turn, will deposit them to their accourits in 
their various banks, 


Statement by Clearing House. 
After the meeting the following statement 


was made by the Clearing House associa- 


tion in explanation of this action: 
At a meeting of the Clearing House as- 
sociation held this afternoon on the recom- 
mendation of the committee to which the 
matter had been referred it was decided,in 
view of the public demand for clearing house 
checks for the purpose of meeting pay rolls 
in Chicagd and the surrounding district, that 
the Clearing House association should issue 
such checks as soon as they can be pre- 
pared, which will be about Friday of this 
week. . 
“The checks will be in dénominations of 
$1, $2; $6, and $10, and will be issued by the 
Clearing House association in payment of

inations which have been 
to the banks. it has -@ecided, for the 
eonvenience of handling them, that the 
checks will be drawn on only four of the 
banks in the clearing house. These banks 
are the First National, the Corn Exchange 
National, the Continental National, and the 
Commercial National. 


Checks Issued to Banks. 

“When any bank in the clearing house 
wants to get any of these checks it will 
present to the manager of the clearing house 
clearing house certificates of the larger de- 
nominations for the total amount it wants. 
The manager will draw the checks of the 
association in the small denominations 
named on one of the banks designated in 
payment of the clearing house certificates 
of large denominations presented to him. 
The checks will be made payable to the bank 
which applies for them, or bearer, and will, 
therefore, be transferrable from one holder 
to another without indorsetment. 

The banke receiving them-will pay them 
out to their customers for pay roll purposes 
and they will pass into the hands of work- 
men, from them into the hands of the mer- 
chants, and through them baek into the 
banks, which will all receive them on de- 
posit. 6 
Backed by Collateral. 

Besides having the united strength of 
all the banks in the clearing houge behind 
them, these checks are protected by securi- 
ties deposited with the Clearing House as- 
sociation, passed upon by the clearing house 
committee, and valued by them at 33% per 
cent more than the total amount issued. 
The absolute goodness of the checks, there- 
fore, and of the security behind them is be- 


yond all question. \ 
By the mutual agreement among the 


banks under which the checks are issued the 


securities pledged for the original clearing 
house certificates are held to cover these 
checks of small denominations wiich are 
issued in payment of the original clearing 
house certificates of large denominations. 


Reason for the Issue. 

“ ‘Two of the principal reasons for the issu- 
ance of these checks which finally caused the 
clearing house committee to decide to issue 
them were the urgent necessity for some me- 
dium of exchange in which the large employ- 
ers of labor could pay their employés and keep 
them employed, and the avoidance of the 
flotation of a large number of the ifdividual 
checks of employers of labor, the goodness 
of which merchants would be unable to pass 
upon and would therefore be slow to handle. 

In these checks the workman will receive 
something that he can accept without hesi- 
tation and which the merchants can simi- 
larly accept and do business with. 

“The checks have been carefully got up 
and it will be difficult to forge them, as they 
are lithographed on special paper prepared 
for the clearing house and which cannot be 
obtained by any one else. The workmanship 
on the checks, which is done by the Western 
Bank Note company, is also of such a char- 
acter that forgeries of it will be — * 
tected. 


Quantity to Depend on Demazd. 
“In what quantity will the checks be ie- 
sued? one of the committee members was 


| asked. 


„The issue will depend entirely upon the 
demands made on the clearing house by the 
bankerse,”’ he replied. .“‘ They are being print- 


ed now in sufficient mumber to meet all 


possible emergencies, but will be signed and 
used only as the various banks call upon 
the clearing house for them, depositing with 
the clearing house ample securities to make 
them as good as money.” 

Besides the business men who signed Coun. 
ty Treasurer Thompson's petition asking for 
an emergency currency of this sort, twenty- 
three railroad presidents had expressed their 
destre to use such checks in order to have a

RISES FROM GRAVE 10 HOME 


Miner, Buried 4 Days 450 Feet 
Beneath Own Cottage, Saved. 


WARDS OFF DEATH IN TOMB. 


Lamp’s Kerosene as Drink and Wood 
as Food Sustain Life. 


Mahanoy City, Pa., Nov. 18.—[{Special.]— 
Michael McCabe walked out of his grave to 
day and back to the cottage where his 
wake had been held two nights ago and 
his wife and children were mourning his 
death, Henceforth his name will live in the 
legends of miners hereabouts as the hero of 
one of the most amazing escapes from death 
ever recorded. 

For almost four days and nights—to be 
exact, eighty-eight hours—McCabe lay in 
a crevice of the earth 450 feet below the sur- 
face. Early on Saturday he was digging in 
a shaft of the Draper colliery at Gilberton 
when’ an unlucky shot brought the earth 
down upon him, cutting off all escape. . 

That was bad enough, but the knowledge 
that what he felt would be his grave lay di- 
rectly underneath the home in which his 
wife and children awaited his coming added 
4 peculiar poignancy to his plight. 

It is net often a miner works 450 feet be- 
Meath the floor of his own cottage, but that 
is what McCabe was doing when the roof 
fell in and he knew it. His wife and family 
learned it later when they were told he had 
been caught and that there was little or no 
hope of his rescue. 

“Grave” Right Under His Home. 

For four days and sleepless. nights the 
wife moved about in her cottage with the 
knowledge that somewhere, almost right 
under her feet, her husband was slowly dy- 
ing. The agony of it was a little too much 
for the woman, so that when they brought 
him back to her today it was a long time 
before she could realize that it was her hus- 
band who had returned to her in the flesh 
from the grave. 

Since Saturday, when the top of the cham- 
ber in which he was working caved in and 
caused a rush of culm and water from the 
surface, relays of workmen toiled unceas- 
ingly to reach McCabe. Shortly after mid- 
night last night the rescuers detected a 
scratching noiee which told them that Mo- 
Cabe was still living and with renewed vigor 
fresh reliefs were put to work with the re- 
sult that at 5 o'clock this morning he was 
reached. 

McCabe was more nearly dead than alive 
when reached. He had not changed his po- 
sition from ‘the time the rush occurred, as 
he feared that by “moving about another 
rush of culm might start which would end 
his life. 

Agony of the Miner’s Plight.

Law and Order League Plans 
War, State’s Attorney Aiding. 


WILL USE MUNICIPAL COURT. 


Seeks to Have Saloonkeepers Fined 
‘Without Grand Jury Delay. 


“We eventually will win,“ was the quiet 
but serious remark of Attorney Robert Mc- 
Murdy, counsel for the Chicago Law and 
Order league, yesterday after a conference 
with State’s Attorney Healy, during which 
the county official promised a nieasure of 
aid in closing the Sunday saloon. 

The league is reported as being well 
financed, and additional funds are promised 
on “ Temperance Sunday,” Nov. 24, on which 
day every minister and priest of Chicago 
has been requested to preach a special ser- 
mon and appeal for a special collection to be 
used in carrying on this warfare. 

While the exact mode of procedure has not 
yet been determined, it was iearned that Mr. 
McMurdy and his partner, Attorney William 
D. Church, will formulate the general scheme 
only; that special counsel will be engaged to 
aid the state's attorney's assistants and spe- 
cial operatives are to be employed at 
gathering the evidence. 


Quicker than Grand Jury. 

It is not the purpose to proceed through 
the slow processes of the grand jury and the 
Criminal courts. Quick action is to be taken 
through the Municipal courts. Those found 
guilty of individual offenses can be ‘fined 
$200 for each offense, and the plan is to make 
the business of the saloonkeeper so unprofit- 
able that the general run will benefit by the 
experience of the few and close their places 
of business on Sundays. 

The prosecutions will be under a provision 
of the criminal code which makes it unlawful 
to keep open a tippling house on Sunday. 
The penalty is a fine only. 

Whether this warfare is to take the form 
of police raids is one of the undecided points. 
The patrons of the bars are not to be mo- 
lest ed. The present action has no connection 


against Mayor Busse in the Appellate court, 
which seeks to gain the same ends. 


Healy Not Taking Initiative. 

No sentiment enters into the matter so far 
as State’s Attorney Healy is concerned. He 
figures that he is bound by oath to prosecute 
the violations of this law with the same zea! 
that he displays in other cases. He will in 
no case take the initiative, but will prosecute 
solely on the evidence furnished by and at 
the expense of the league. 

»The law is on the books; it is respected 
in certain other parts of the state, and 
applies to Chicago just as well,” said Mr. 
Healy. “Iam here to do my duty. The Sun- 
day saloons can be closed just as easily as

Mr. Walsh started life in this city as 6 
poor boy.

He was a man who was at the bank early 
and late, Saturdays as well as other days.

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BELL'S AIRSHIP READY 10 FLY 


Telephone Inventor Completes 
_- Kite After Years of Labor. 


HOPES.-TO SOLVE PROBLEM. 


Laboratory for Final Test. 


Graham Bell, mventor of the telephone, to- 
day launched the flying machine upon which 


‘Whe has been at work for years and with which 


he hopes ultimately to solve the problem of 
aerial navigation. 

The formal launching of the boat, which 
is an elaborate winged kite, took place at 
Prof. Bell's laboratory on the shore of Bras 
D’Or lake. Mrs. Bell christened the machine 
Signet. Owing to adverse weather conditions 
no flight was attempted today. ° 
The kite is a section of a tetrahedron, 
13 meters long on top, 10 meters along the 
bottom, by 8 deep. It is composed of 8,393 
units or small tetrahedron, two facets’ of 
which are covered with silk, thus forming 
a two winged cell. These cells are arranged 
a give the maximum stability with the 
lightest weight. A hole has been cut through 
the center of the contrivance to furnish ac- 
cémmodation for the motor and navigator. 
A motor with four cylinders of twenty horse 
power will drive two solid screw propellers 
on the same shaft, but in opposite direction. 
With the motor in  potition, the airship 
weighs 220 pounds. 

Prof. Bell says only the threshold has been 
merely reached in the development of the ma- 
chine, and the experiments now to be made 
will be mainly productive in the furnishing of 
exact data. 

PARIS, Nov. 14.—M. Santos Dumont has 
just completed the struction of a new 
aeroplane on a principle Wifferent from that 
previously employed by bim. The new ma- 
chine is shaped like a butterfiy. . The trials 
already held when it was towed by an auto- 
mobile have been successful. The engine 
will be installed and the new machine 
launched as soon as the weather permits.

Yesterday I was taking luncheon with my 
mother at one of Altoona’s best restaurants 
when Ah Sing Dean appeared. While my 
mother went to the telephone the American- 
ized Chinaman turned my attention to drugs 
and declared that the Americgn idea that 
opium was the Chinaman's delight was fal- 
lacious. He then produced a lacquer box and 
showed me some white, sweet tasting crys- 
tals which he declared a splendid appetizer at 
meal time. He apparently chewed up one of 
the crystals and I, after slight hesitation, 
swallowed one myself.

Great but Cool Reception. 

It Was a splendid but a cool receptipn.

The 
gratifying feature of the day to English offi- 
olals was that the passage of the kaiser 
‘through the streets was unmarked by a 
single untoward incident. Not only was 
there no disorder or rioting, but the expected 
socialist demonstration, which had giverroffi- 
dale some anxiety, oe altogether to ma- 
terlalize. 

To observers Rae William aid not ap- 
péar to enjoy his visit keenly. Those who 
remembered his appearance when in 1901 he 
came to London to attend the funeral of 


appearance. Today his face seemed haggard 
and livid with fatigue. He did not look alto- 


gether happy. 

After the banquet at the Guildhall the 
kaiser more cheerful, and spoke ap- 
preciatively of his reception in London. He 
recalled one motto in the inscriptions that 
had caught his eye, Blood Is Thicker Than 
Water,“ and said: May this ever de 80 4s 
between Great Britain and Germany. 


World Peace His Sole Aim. 


Later, in responding to the lord mayor's 
toast, he recalled his first visit to the Guild 
hall in 1891. Then, as now, he said, his aim 
abdve all was the preservation of peace. 

Histor., I venture to hope,“ he said, 
‘will do me the justice to say I have pur- 
sued this alm unswervingly ever since. The 


world is the maintenance of good relations 
between our two countries. I shall strengthen 
them as far as lies in my power. The wishes 
of the German nation coincide with mine. 
The future, then, shows a bright prospect. 
Commerce can develop among nations that 
have learned to trust one another.“ *

Honor by Kaiser to Prof. Koch, 
Who Checked African Disease.

ATOXYL INJECTION SUCCESS. 


Malady Caused by Fly; Recommends 
Bounty on Crocodile Eggs. 


BERLIN, Nov. 18.—Prof. Robert Koch 
upon whom Emperor William today con- 
| ferred the title of excellency in recognition 
of his services in discovering the origin and 
treatment of the Africa disease known as 
“sleeping sickness, has set forth in an 
official report the details of his prolonged in- 
vestigations in the Victoria Nyanza region, 
He gives a statistical comparison showing 
that only about 8 per cent of the sleep- 
ers treated with an atoxy! injection died, 
whereas the great majority of the untreated 
„ leepers who arrived at the mission sta- 
tions died. . 

Prof. koch has had aimoulty in masking 
exact comparisons, because he lacks accu- 
rate figures. - The sufferers to the 
missions usually were in the stages of 
the disease. Of those far advanced who 
were treated by Prof. Koch 20% per cent 
died. 

Prof. Koch's 8 showed that 
the Glossina palpis fly which causes the 
“sleeping sickness” gubsists on, the blood 
of reptiles and animals. The microscope 
i showed that the blood sucked by the files 

was chiefly that of crocodiles, 
| The professor, therefore, recommends a 

bounty on crocodiles’ eggs in order to en- 
courage the netives to exterminate them. 

Prof. Koch also suggests clearing away 
the timber around the watering places near 
the forts and villages, where the natives 
gather, because the flies cannot endure gun- 
light and seek the dark, damp undergrowth, 
The professor established stations for the 
treatment of sleeping sickness,” and he has 
sent à third physician to Tanganyika.

WARSAW, Nov. 18.—The authorities of 
this city made several arrests today in con- 
nection with a discovery of a sensational 
plot for the sale and conveyance of a quan- 
tity of military documents to Germany. The 
igformation upon which the arrests were 
made was furnished by state detectives. 
Twenty persons were taken into custody. 
Among them) were two trainmasters of the 
Warsaw-Vistula railroad line and their 
? wives; who. were apprehended at Alexan- 
drow. The luggage of the trainmen also 
was seized. It consisted of several double 
bottom valises, containing the train sched- 
wiles of the railroads of Poland asa well as 
eight plans setting forth the number, size, 
speed, and capacity of the trains and the 
hours of their arrival at the frontier. These 
documents laid bare the possibility of con- 
centrating Russian troops in Poland.

Put New C sa on Umbrella. 


Umbrellas can be recovered at home od that 
they will look as good as new, if the work is 
done carefully and neatly. Begin by remov- 
ing the old cover and the metal top which 
holds it at ite top edge. Get a good, smooth 
sateen or a firm piece of taffeta. or a softer 
ix if preferred, for the new cover. Use one 
of the sections of the old cover for a pattern, 
laying it with the outer edge on the selvage. 
Sew the sections together, using a French 
seam, that is, first a small seam on the right 
side, then turn it in and sew it on the wrong 
side. Slip the cover over the rod and tack it 
securely at the points and at the middle of the 
riba. Then tack 2 top and replace the cap.

Quilting Ruffles on Machine. 

Hem the strips of goods which you wish 
to plait and proceed as for common machine 
ruffling, making the stitch long and loose. 
Set the ruffier at its highest notch and after 
the entire length has been gathered go over 
it again with the same side up. This time 
etitch through the hem at the opposite edge. 
If you are careful] to start with each stitch 
or plaft corresponding with the one on the 
opposite edge, the little plaits will continue 
evenly to the opposite end. 

Now press the strip with a hot iron and 
then sew it on the garment.
